Winston Churchill: He’ll Be 90 On Monday 
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U.S. Team Has 
Expert Bidders

LONDON — (NEA) — Britons will honor a 
legend on Nov. 30, when Sir Winston Churchill cele­ 
brates his 90th birthday. For Churchill is no longer 
regarded here as a mere man. He has become 
something larger than life and monumental. 
How does one pay homage to a living monu­ 
ment? Lay wreaths at its feet? This year, for the 
first time, the nation feels keenly the inadequacy 
of the public tributes planned for its hero and the 
world’s greatest living statesman. 
This year, too, has seen great changes in Brit­ 
ain. On November 30 there will be no members of 
Parliament to jump to their feet and to wave their 
order papers as usually happens when Churchill 
enters the House of Commons on his birthday. He 
will not be there. The Grand Old Man of British 
politics retired as a member of Parliament earlier 
this year. 
Churchill’s seat on the Conservative front bench 
in the Commons is now empty. No longer do the 
eyes of spectators stray to the gnome-like figure 
cupping his ear to catch the repartee of “ question 
time” in the Commons, the sharp thrust and parry 
of debate. Even his opponents admit that the House 
of Commons is a lesser place for Churchill’s absence. 
“ Sputtering Craters” 


One wonders what he would have made of the 
present Labor government with its razor-edge ma­ 
jority of five votes. With his memories of Ramsey 
MacDonald and Clement Attlee, former Labor 
premiers, would he dismiss the present crew as 
“ sputtering craters from extinct volcanoes?” 
One reason why Churchill is now regarded as 
a legend, and as such is held in awe, is that his 
life covers such a tremendous span. When Winston

No Telephones 
There were no telephones, electricity, automo­ 
biles, airplanes nor phonographs. Tennyson was 
England’s poet laureate, Oscar Wilde its darling. 
Karl Marx was still around. 
Winston was still a schoolboy at Harrow when 
Queen Victoria celebrated her Golden Jubilee. When 
he entered the army at the age of 21, Gladstone 
had just retired from politics, and Gladstone had 
heard the guns saluting the Duke of Wellington’s 
victory over Napoleon at Waterloo. 
Never Seen Winston 
In other words, Churchill’s public life seems as 
remote to the present generation as “ 1066 and all 
that.” Many 19-year-olds, who were bom the year 
he stepped down as wartime premier, have never 
seen Churchill or heard his voice. 
On November 30, in all pails of the English- 
speaking world, statues and paintings of Churchill 
will be unveiled. His health will be drunk. He will 
be named as a freeman in many cities.

With his thumbs jammed 
into his vest, his chin thrust forward, Churchill was 
the very embodiment of a bulldog nation fighting for 
its life against the “ Narzis,” as he called them. This 
is, perhaps, the most popular image of the man. 
The statesman? Who living at the time will 
forget Churchill’s part in framing the Atlantic 
Charter, or his postwar speech at Fulton, Mo., in 
which he warned of the new menace arising in the 


East? 
Finest Prose 
Then there is Churchill, the writer, the dull 
scholar who confessed that at school he had learned 
“ little Latin and less Greek,” and who lived to give 
the English language some of its finest prose. 
Churchill’s wartime memoirs and his “ History 
of the English-Speaking Peoples” will live long after 


he is gone.

A case that involved an at 
tempt to steal evidence from a 
Bucks County barn, and “ ex­ 
pert” testimony from a Doyles-

CAPE KENNEDY, (UPI) - 
The United States today sent a 
spacecraft equipped with a tele­ 
vision camera speeding from an 
orbiting launcher on a 325 mil­ 
lion mile voyage to spy on Mars 
and its puzzling “ canals.” 


The 575-pound mariner-4 probe 
was rocketed into the heavens 
with timetable precision at 9:22 
a.m. (EST) after an unusual, 
flawless countdown. 


The spacecraft is scheduled 
t0 complete its historic journey 
in 7V6-months. 
The spacecraft, with its bat­ 
tery of electronic eyes and sen­ 
sors, is America’s last hope to 
explore the planet before 1966.

Agriculture — F arm legisla­ 
tion most likely will deal with 
continuing or patching up old 
farm -aid program s, and not with 
efforts to 
strike 
out in com ­ 
pletely new directions. Johnson’s 
package of farm 
bills 
is

pected to include a plan under 
which farm ers could draw fed­ 
eral payments for idling 
mil­ 
lions of acres of low-grade crop­ 
land. 


Complicating all of this is the

The book, for instance, tells the 
stories of 18 men of courage — 
eight are treated fully, IO are 
dealt with briefly. 


Tile series totals 26 full-hour 
dramas, each one profiling a dif­ 
ferent individual. 


President Kennedy was aware 
that, even if every individual sug­ 
gested in his book were used for 
the series, there would still not be 
enough subjects available. 


Consequently he approved a list 
of about 40 possible individuals for 
the dramas.

As it now stands, 13 will be taken 
from his book and the other 13 
from the approved list. 


Those selected to date from the 
book include R o b e r t A. Taft, 
Charles Evans Hughes, Sam Hou­ 
ston, Thomas Hart Benton, George 
VV. Norris, John Peter Altgeld, 
O s c a r W. Underwood, Andrew 
Johnson, Edmund G. Ross, John 
Adams, Daniel Webster and John 
Quincy Adams. 


Selections from the additional

First published in 1956, it quick­ 
ly became a best seller.

The series came into being after 
President Kennedy’s inauguration 
in 1960. 


Robert Saudek, distinguished for 
such award-winning television ad­ 
ventures 
as 
“Omnibus” 
a n d 
“Leonard Bernstein and the Phil­ 
harmonic,” was one of the sev­ 
eral individuals to approach Ken­ 
nedy on the subject of making a 
television 
series 
based on his 
book. Kennedy chose Saudek. 


The meeting occurred in 1961. 
“It was a long one,” said Sau­ 
dek. 
“Actually,

lasted only 
about 45 minutes.

Saudek outlined his plans. The 
President 
made suggestions of 
his own.

“He said, ‘Courage is not limit­ 
ed to political people any more 
than it is to men on the battle­ 
field.’ He suggested that women 
be included in the series.” 


The President insisted on full 
approval rights of the series — 
scripts, subject matter, actors, di-

rectors, publicity releases, spon­ 
sors, and finished films. 


He reserved the right to cancel 
the program for any reason. 


Finally, it was agreed that roy­ 
alties would go to the Roman 
Catholic 
archdiocese 
of Boston 
which, 
since 
the 
assassination, 
earmarked the funds for the John 
F. Kennedy Memorial Library. 


The project came to a standstill 
in 1962 because someone close to 
the President felt it should be 
held up until he was out of office.

Finally, Saudek suggested that 
the series be aired after the elec­ 
tion. The President gave Saudek 
the go-ahead. 


“This project was the best-kept 
secret in the history of television,” 
said Saudek. “The President want­ 
ed it that way. Ifs amazing when 
you consider that Washington and 
the television business are the 
worst 
places 
in the 
w'orld for 
keeping secrets — and this involv­ 
ed both of them.” 


In June 1963, Saudek announced 
that “ Profiles” would be broad­ 
cast on the NBC-TV network. 


A book, by its very nature, car­ 
ries the individual stamp of its 
author.

Star Beradino Cites ‘Peyton 
9 Success

Beradino, a former professionaP 


baseball player, has one of the 
toughest jobs in television. Where­ 
as most other actors do only one 
episode a week and learn only one 
script, Johnny does five segments 
of a live show. 


“ I fs a tough job, 
there’s no 


question about that,” Johnny said. 
“ You have to absorb everything 
faster aud try to get something out 
of it.

“ I didn’t know what it was like 


when I got into it, I soon learned. 
I thought they’d shoot one scene, 
stop and do another. In this show, 
they go right through like a play.” 


Beradino is hoping that a new 
trend in television will put his show 
into an evening time slot. The re­ 
cent success of “ Peyton Place,” 
airing two nights 
a 
week, 
has 
caused some television executives 
to consider putting other shows 
into multiple runs. 


“ From what I hear them saying, 
our show could go on forever, with 
or without me,” Johnny said. My 
reason for staying is that I want 
to see it bust through into night 
time. It’s never happened. Nobody 
knew whether or 
not 
‘Peyton 
Place’ would go. 


“ I think the serials will get big­ 
ger and better. I always relate it to 
fans. Take a baseball fan. He’ll 
listen to or watch a game every 
night. We haven’t scratched 
the 
surface on this type of fan.” 


Daytime television was long ago 
written off as a place for old mov­ 


ies and soap operas which couldn’t 
attract viewers after dark. 


“ We have a tremendous follow­ 
ing in the daytime,” says John.

television. He’s been there before, 
both as an actor in other shows and 
as a baseball player for the St. 
Louis Browns and Cleveland Indi­ 
ans. 


And

there’s a better class of patient 
in the evening shows. Production 
budgets are bigger, so producers 
can hire better actors who do a 
first class job of getting sick.

Shifts Slots, Changes Stars 
‘Wagon Train’ Survives Tragedies 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — “Wagon 
Train” continues to roll across 
the television plains laden with 
more s t a r s than an Academy 
Award roll call. 


Lurching along in its eighth 
year, the television series has 
boasted more than IOO guest stars, 
including a flock of Oscar winners 
— among them Bette Davis three 
appearances, E r n e s t Borgnine, 
Jane Wyman two appearances, 
Shelley Winters and Clare Trevor. 


The series not only survived 
these visitations but other catas­ 
trophes that reduce an Indian 
raid to an absurd frolic. 


“Wagon Train” has shifted time 
slots three times — from Wednes­ 
day to Monday to Sunday nights 
during the years. Its format was 
boosted from an hour to 90 min­ 
utes and back to an hour again. 


It was dumped by one network, 
NBC, and picked up by another, 
ABC. And members of its cast 
have come and gone as if through 
a revolving door. 


Its first wagon master, Ward 
Bond, died in mid-series and was 
replaced by John Mclntire. Rob­ 
ert Horton and Dean Miller also 
came and went in the roles of 
scout. 


But a constant, steady hand in 
the person of director Virgil Vogel 
has remained on the job, heading 
the bedraggled train west.

Vogel recently directed his 80th 
segment in the series, a hefty per­ 
centage of the 240 shows already 


filmed. He sees no reason why 
“Wagon Train” should not remain 
on the air for a hundred years. 


“It has the best format of any 
program,” he said. “I can’t think 
of a story — no matter what 
period — that can’t be used on the 
show. We even did a version of 
Dickens’ ‘Great Expectations’ on 
‘Wagon Train.’ We gave Charles 
Dickens screen credit, too.” 


Every season word goes out in 
Hollywood that “Wagon Train” is 
up for cancellation. But each sea­ 
son the series rolls back again. 


“One of the reasons for our suc­ 
cess is that we allow writers all 
the freedom they w a n t , ” Vogel 
said. “We call them in and ask 
them to put together a favorite 
story they’ve wanted to write all 
their lives. And we get some really 
fine scripts that way.” 


Vogel and other oldtimes con­ 
nected with the show use an ex­ 
pression in rejecting material that 
sums up the attitude of the pro­ 
ducers: “T h i s isn’t a ‘Wagon 
Train’ story.”
